Actu ally an estimated 3,889 ,000 
p ossible ba5ies were born last y ear, a rec­ 
ord U. S. baby crop . Deaths cu t 
the net p op u lation increase, in re­ 
cent y ears, to arou nd 2 J2 million 
p ersons. 
19 0 Millio n Americans 
By 19 75, Dr. Shaw said, the 
p op u lation ex p erts say there like­ 
ly will be 19 0,000,000 Americans, 
ev en if the p resent birth rate de­ 
clines. If U. S. farmers are going 
to feed them they will hav e to 
p rodu ce almost 
one-third 
more 
food than in 19 50 to keep liv ing 
standards from falling, Shaw said. 
At the p resent rate of p rodu c­ 
tion that wou ld requ ire abou t 100 
million more acres of crop lands. 
Bu t 
Dr. 
Shaw 
estimated 
this 
p robably wou ld be arou nd 70 mil­ 
lion more acres than farm ers can 
bring into u se economically , be­ 
cau se nearly all the good crop ­ 
lands now are farmed. 
Dr. Shaw said the obv iou s solu ­ 
tion is to make the av ailable acres 
p rodu ce as mu ch more as 70 mil­ 
lion more acres cou ld. T h at’s a job 
for science, he added. 
Has Used Up Ideas 
Bu t, he said, the U. S. has ju st 
abou t u sed all the bright ideas 
that scientists hav e come u p with 
in recent y ears for increasing p ro­ 
du ction. The science cu p board is 
getting bare. 
First there was mechanization, 
th at

ciency . 
Then 
new 
methods for 
u sing 
fertilizers 
and

Thu s as farms become more 
efficient, it becomes harder to dis­

A p o­ 
tato and beans diet won’t be afny 
more p op u lar in 19 75 than it is to­ 
day . So the word is ou t to the 
farm scientists to come u p , for 
su re, with some bright ideas.

St. Louis, March IO UP»—Farm 
officials estimated today the baby 
crop was outdistancing the food 
crop and asked scientists to do 
something about it. 
Dr. Byron T. Shaw, head of the 
U. S. Agriculture Department’s 
research work, said the present 
abundance of food is only tem­ 
porary. 
He said in a speech prepared 
tor farm leaders, scientists and 
industrialists attending a meeting 
of the National Farm Chemurgic 
Council that the nation is grow­ 
ing at the rate of about 2 ls mil­ 
lion fvrsons a year. 
Actually an estimated 3.889.000 
babies were born last year, a rec­ 
ord U. S. baby crop. Deaths cut 
the net population increase, in re­ 
cent years, to around 2xz million 
persons. 
190 Million Americans 
By 1975, Dr. Shaw said, the 
population experts say there like­ 
ly will bo 190,000.000 Americans, 
even if the present birth rate de­ 
clines. If U. S. farmers are going 
to feed them they will have to 
produce almost 
onc-third 
more 
food than in 1950 to keep living 
standards from falling. Shaw said. 
At the present rate of produc­ 
tion that would require about IOO 
million more acres of croplands. 
But 
Dr. 
S haw 
estimated 
this 
probably would lie around 70 mil­ 
lion more acres than farmers can 
bring into use economically, be­ 
cause nearly all the good crop­ 
lands now arc farmed. 
Dr. Shaw said the obvious solu­ 
tion is to make the available acres 
produce as much more as 70 mil­ 
lion more acres could. That s a job 
for science, he added. 
H as I ’sed U p Id eas 
But, he said, the U. S. has just 
about used all the bright ideas 
that scientists have come up with 
in recent years for increasing pro­ 
duction. The science cuplioard is 
getting hare. 
First there was mechanization, 
that

methods for

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PROSPECTS FOR EUROPEAN ARMY 
The six nations which hav e signed the pact 
for a European army agreed in a Rome con­ 
ference that they must press speedy ratifi­ 
cation of the treaty to av oid a v ariety of 
dangers. 
The ov erriding peril is that the Russians 
will read any marked delay as a faltering of 
western resolv e, and may thus be encouraged 
to new aggressiv e v entures. 
Then, as Secretary of State Dulles has 
more than once warned, there is the prospect 
that if Europe does not take important steps 
toward unity the U. S. Congress and the 
administration may do some “ re-thinking” 
about America’s generous program of for­ 
eign aid. 
Finally , both Italy and Western Germany , 
two of the six signatories, hav e general elec­ 
tions in the late spring and summer. Should 
ratification not come before those dates, an­ 
other unpredictable element—a gov ernment 
of different political composition—might en­ 
danger the pact in the two countries. 
The real stumbling block in the way of 
ratification is, of course, France’s fear of 
Western Germany . 
The French originally proposed the Euro­ 
pean army as a mechanism for permitting 
German rearmament, y et keeping it under 
international control. But the far-sighted 
men who adv anced the plan were ahead of 
the fearful French people, and slow to take 
them into their confidence. Ev entually they 
found they had ov erreached themselv es. 
Now French leaders are try ing to accom­ 
modate the pact to mounting popular fears. 
They hav e drafted a series of amendments 
(known to the diplomatic trade as-protocols) 
to allay fear and make the treaty more 
palatable to the French parliament. And 
they hav e been conferring steadily with the 
British in hope of winning closer support for 
the pact from that quarter. 
In this latter effort, the French hav e had 
some success, though there is no sign the 
British intend either to join the pact or go 
as far as the French would like in associat­ 
ing themselv es with it. To the French, close 
British 
collaboration would 
be 
security 
against domination of a European army by 
Germany . 
As for the protocols, it appears, ironically , 
that they are not satisfactory to the de Gaul- 
list and Socialist forces for whose appease­ 
ment they were drafted. Nor did they please 
the other pact nations. So now the French 
hav e agreed to rev ise them and to treat tjiem 
not as a basic part of the defense treaty but 
as separate interpretiv e clauses which them­ 
selv es need not be ratified. 
It is not at all clear how these changes will 
assist acceptance of the pact in troubled 
France. Weakened protocols hardly seem 
likely to appeal to the holdouts more than 
the present ones. 
In the end, the key to the prospects for the 
European army may be how far the British 
will be willing to go. If they prov ide the 
assurances the French y earn for so desper­ 
ately , then ratification may ha^e a smooth 
course in the months just ahead. If they do 
not, the whole project could founder.

THE PARTIES 
President Eisenhower has apparently found A 
m ethod of working w ith Congress despite the m a­ 
jority of only one which the Republicans have in 
the Senate. The m argin is so narrow th at actually 
the Congress could not conduct its work w ithout 
the aid of the Dem ocrats. 
The form ula which General Eisenhower th ere­ 
fore has adopted involves a bipartisan approach 
w ithout lessening the individuality of either party . 
It is a difficult form ula to use because it runs 
counter to the tw o-party sy stem which is funda­ 
m ental in the American political concept. Yet, 
necessity has imposed it upon the Congress and it 
is working with greater success than any one had 
anticipated. This is due in a m easure to President 
Eisenhower s personal popularity , but much more 
to the patriotism of Senators Taft, Bridges, Rus­ 
sell and By rd and to the competence of General 
W ilton B. Persons, the W hite House liaison with 
the Capitol. 
Policies and attitudes are discussed in advance, 
particularly as regards foreign relations. The Re­ 
publicans do not have a monopoly of inform ation; 
the Dem ocrats are informed and consulted at the 
same time. A series of bipartisan m eetings and 
lunches take place at which serious m atters of 
state are discussed. 
Another phase of this program is the rigid 
recognition of the division of power in accordance 
with the Constitution. This was made clear by 
President Eisenhower and Secretary of S tate John 
Foster Dulles in relation to the investigations of 
the M cCarthy and Jenner committee. Dulles said: 
“ . . . Congress is a coordinate branch of the 
governm ent. It has broad powers of investigation. 
These powers m ust be respected and so far as I 
am concerned, they will be respected.” 
In a word, Congress has its constitutional func­ 
tions which the Executive respects; the Executive 
has its constitutional functions which it expects 
the Congress to respect. Each can aid the other. 
As this has not been the atm osphere in W ashing­ 
ton for some 20 y ears, it comes somewhat as a 
shock to those governm ent employ es who have re­ 
garded the Executive as superior to Congress, and 
the Constitution as an impediment to personal 
power. 
In this climate, the tw o-party sy stem continues 
to thrive. Adlai Stevenson will watch-dog the Re­ 
publicans as a m em ber of the loy al opposition but 
not 
as a personal enemy . 
Stevenson, 
who 
is 
philosophically minded, does not stoop to the shal­ 
lowness of partisan hatreds. 
It is equally fortunate th at neither General 
Eisenhower nor4 Senator Taft is vindictive tow ard 
the opposition. It m ust be recalled th at T aft built 
the Republican-Democratic coalition in the T ru­ 
m an Adm inistration and th at Eisenhower has had 
no 
personal 
experience 
w ith 
partisan 
politics. 
Therefore both can think of Congress us a whole, 
while recognizing the right of the opposition to 
oppose. 
Form er Senator George W harton Pepper once 
put the concept of an American political party 
w ith great w’isdom. He said: 
‘‘Let me begin by rem inding y ou th at his­ 
torically a political party is a substitute for revo­ 
lution. Again and again countries would have been 
plunged into civil w ar had not bloodless elections 
before a substitute for arm ed insurrection. This 
method of peaceful settlem ent, first worked out in 
England in the 18th and 19th centuries, has spread 
into this and other countries and is generally recog­ 
nized as a trium ph of civilization. 
. . . ” 
It would be a cruel trick of history if an era 
of cooperation destroy ed the tw o-party sy stem, 
for then we should have a ty ranny of those in 
power or a splinter party sy stem which Senator 
W ay ne Morse had hoped to develop. M orse’s failure 
has established the fact th at the tw o-party sy stem 
survives. When he rises on Friday s, his colleagues 
of both parties leave him strictly alone. He speaks 
to himself and for the record only . 
He has become an alien body in the national 
bloodstream . In effect, his state is not, because of 
his stiff-neckedness, fully represented in the Sen­ 
ate. It is a fair guess th at W ay ne Morse will not 
affect or even influence a vote on any im portant 
m easure in the 83rd Congress. He has become a 
kibitzer, an onlooker who m ight as well sit in the 
Press Gallery to w atch the proceedings. 
In a word, while tho parties cooperate, they 
actually retain their individual strength. N either 
side is sacrificing its existence, and should not. 
Both sides are already working tow ard the 1954 
elections. But the country is not being sacrificed 
for party advantage.

SOME FINDINGS RE INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
Although epidemic infantile paraly sis (poliomy e­ 
litis) occurs usually in August and Septem ber, pa­ 
rents w atch for signs of this disease m onths earlier 
and, naturally , wonder w hat our patient research 
w orkers have been able to discover about causes 
and treatm ent. 
Despite some disagreem ent as to advisability of 
removing tonsils before epidemic polio occurs, the 
N ational Foundation for Infantile Paraly sis has 
advised th at tonsils should not be removed just

previous to epidemics and some authorities advise 
th at no surgical operations be perform ed at this 
tim e unless it is an emergency . “The risk of de­ 
veloping severe poliomy elitis is at least three tim es 
as great among persons who had undergone removal 
of tonsils w ithin one m onth prior to exposure to 
virus.” 
In a special article in the Journal of the Am eri­ 
can Medical Association, “Recent Additions to the 
Knowledge of Poliomy elitis.” Dr. H. VV. Krum, New

H orstm ann found that such activity during the first 
brief phase or sy mptoms of> polio had no effect. 
During the second, or more acute, fever stage of 
the illness, unusual phy sical exercise was clearly 
associated w ith significant increase in the am ount 
and severity of subsequent paraly sis. U nfortunately , 
it is usually the. strong y oungster who does not give 
in to the early "tiredness” of polio and continues 
his activities—swimming, athletics, games—until he 
is completely exhausted, and it is at this tim e th at 
the paraly sis is likely to occur. 
These three findings should be kept in mind by 
parents before the onset of the polio season.

The six nations which have signed the pact 
for a European army agreed in a Rome con­ 
ference that they must press speedy ratifi­ 
cation of the treaty to avoid a variety of 
dangers. 
The overriding peril is that the Russians 
will read any marked delay as a faltering of 
western resolve, and may thus be encouraged 
to new aggressive ventures. 
Then, as Secretary of State Dulles has 
more than once warned, there is the prospect 
that if Europe does not take important steps 
toward unity the U. S. Congress and the 
administration may do some “re-thinking" 
about America’s generous program of for­ 
eign aid. 
Finally, both Italy and Western Germany, 
two of tho six signatories, have general elec­ 
tions in the late spring and summer. Should 
ratification not come before those dates, an­ 
other unpredictable element—a government 
of different political composition—might en­ 
danger the pact in the two countries. 
The real stumbling block in the way of 
ratification is, of course, France’s fear of 
Western Germany. 
The French originally proposed the Euro­ 
pean army as a mechanism for permitting 
German rearmament, yet keeping it under 
international control.

President Eisenhower has apparently found a 
method ot working with Congress despite the m a­ 
jority of only one which the Republicans have in 
the Senate.

This is due in a measure to President 
Eisenhower's personal popularity, but much more 
to the patriotism ot Senators Taft, Bridges, Rus­ 
sell and Byrd and to the competence ot General 
Wilton B. Persons, the White House liaison with 
the Capitol. 
Policies and attitudes are discussed in advance, 
particularly as regards foreign relations. The Re­ 
publicans do not have a monopoly of information; 
the Democrats are informed and consulted at the 
same time. A series of bipartisan meetings and 
lunches take place at which serious m atters of 
state are discussed. 
Another phase of this program is the rigid 
recognition of the division of power in accordance 
with the Constitution. This was made clear by 
President Eisenhower and Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles in relation to the investigations of 
the McCarthy and Jeaner committee. Dulles said: 
". . . Congress is a coordinate branch of the 
government. It has broad powers of investigation. 
These powers must be respected and so far as I 
am concerned, they will be respected." 
In a word. Congress has its constitutional func­ 
tions which the Executive respects; the Executive 
has its constitutional functions which it expects 
the Congress to respect. Each can aid the other. 
As this has not been the atmosphere in Washing­ 
ton for some 20 years, it comes somewhat as a 
shock to those government employes who have re­ 
garded th'* Executive as superior to Congress, and 
the Constitution as an impediment to personal 
power. 
In this climate, the two-party system continues 
to thrive. Adlai Stevenson will watch-dog the Re­ 
publicans as a member of the loyal Opposition but 
not 
as a personal enemy. 
Stevinson, 
who 
is 
philosophically minded, does not stoop to the shal­ 
lowness of partisan hatreds. 
It is equally fortunate that neither General 
Eisenhower nor* Senator Taft is vindictive toward 
the opposition. It must be recalled that Taft built 
the Republican-Democratic coalition in the T ru ­ 
man Administration and that Eisenhower has had 
no 
personal 
experience 
with 
partisan 
politics. 
Therefore both can think of Congress fcs a whole, 
while recognizing the right of the opposition to 
oppose. 
Form er Senator George W harton Pepper once 
put the concept of an American political party 
wdth great wisdom. He said: 
"Let me begin by reminding you that his­ 
torically a political party is a substitute for revo­ 
lution. Again and again countries would have been 
plunged into civil w ar had not bloodless elections 
before a substitute for armed insurrection. This 
method of peaceful settlement, first worked out in 
England in the 18th and 19th centuries, has spread 
into this and other countries and is generally recog­ 
nized as a triumph of civilization. . . . " 
It would be a cruel trick of history if an era 
of cooperation destroyed the two-partv system, 
for then we should have a tyranny of those in 
power or a splinter party system which Senator 
Wayne Morse had hoped to develop. Morse’s failure 
has established the fact that the two-party system 
survives. When he rises on Fridays, his colleagues 
of both parties leave him strictly alone. He speaks 
to himself and for the record only. 
He has become an alien body* in the national 
bloodstream. In effect, his state is not. because of 
his stiff-neckedness, fully represented in tho Sen­ 
ate. It is a fair guess that Wayne Morse will not 
affect or even influence a vote on any important 
measure in th 11 83rd Congress. He has become a 
kibitzer, an onlooker who might as well sit in the 
Press Gallery to watch the proceedings. 
In a word, while tho parties cooperate, they 
actually retain their individual strength. Neither 
side is sacrificing its existence, and should not. 
Both sides are already working toward the 1954 
elections. But tho country is not being sacrificed 
for party advantage.

SOME FINDINGS RE INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
Although epidemic infantile paralysis (poliomye­ 
litis! occurs usually in August and September, pa­ 
rents watch for signs of this disease months earlier 
and, naturally, wonder what our patient research 
workers have been able to discover about causes 
and treatm ent. 
Despite some disagreement as to advisability of 
removing tonsils before epidemic polio occurs, the 
National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis has 
advised that tonsils should not be removed just 
previous to epidemics and some authorities advise 
that no surgical operations be performed at this 
time unless it is an emergency. “The risk of de­ 
veloping severe poliomvelitis is at least three times 
as groat among persons who had undergone removal 
of tonsils within one month prior to exposure to 
virus.” 
In a special article in the Journal of the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association. “Recent Additions to the 
Knowledge of Poliomyelitis." Dr. H. W. Krum. New 
York, states that Dr. Sabin’s statement is true that 
“excepting artificial conditions, entry of the polio­ 
myelitis virus <tiny organism! by way of the mouth 
can justifiably be regarded as tho usual mode of 
infection." 
He 
is convinced 
that 
human 
feces 
(wastes from the bowel! derived from patients 
with polio and from healthy individuals, who are 
nevertheless carriers of the virus, is the most com­ 
mon sources of virus in nature. "It is now generally 
agreed that virus is transm itted more readily in 
the intimacy of household association than under 
any other conditions.” 
A third finding, that there is a relation of phy­ 
sical activity at the time of the on set of poliomye­ 
litis to the severity of the disease is reported by 
Dr. D. M. Horstmann in “Proceedings of the So­ 
ciety of Experimental Biology and M edicine" Dr. 
Horstmann found that such activity during the first 
brief phase or symptoms of/ polio had no effect. 
During the second, or more acute, fever stage of 
the illness, unusual physical exercise was clearly 
associated with significant increase in tho amount 
and severity of subsequent paralysis. Unfortunately, 
it is usually the. strong youngster who does not give 
in to the early “tiredness’’ of polio and continues 
his activities—swimming, athletics, games—until he 
is completely exhausted, and it is at this time that 
the paralysis is likely to occur. 
These three findings should be kept in mind by 
parents^ before the onset of the polio season.
